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iThe Story of the 


PLIMSOLL MARK 


Editor’s Note: This explanation of the ocean Plimsoll Mark by Capt. E. D. Flaherty 
(USNR), vice president, American President Lines, appeared in the Port of Los 
Angeles Shipping Directory, for 1952. 


In the days of old in England, when Great Britain was the premiere maritime 
nation, not too much heed was paid to the safety of the men who “went down to the 
sea in ships.” The chief consideration seemed to be how much cargo could be loaded 
aboard a vessel without foundering her. The result was that ships went to sea 
loaded almost to deck level, heavily insured, and either did not return or were 
subjected to such severe pounding that men were injured or lost overboard, and the 
hazards of the sea were multiplied. 

About that time along came an altruistic gentleman by the name of Samuel 
Plimsoll, who was not a ship owner, in fact had nothing to do with the sea, but was 
originally a brewer, and ultimately entered the British Parliament. He had succeeded 
in accumulating some money and decided to devote it to improving the welfare of 
seamen. 

He studied the problem of the overloading of vessels and by dint of prodigious 
effort was able to obtain the enactment of a law providing for the limitation of loads 
carried by ships. Pursuant to the law, marks were to be made on the sides of ships 
indicating the point to which they might be loaded and still remain safe to operate. 
Ever since, in honor of their advocate and sponsor, these marks have been known 
as “Plimsoll Marks.” 

A Plimsoll Mark is delineated herein and it will be noted that it consists of a 
tirele bisected by a straight line; and forward of the circle, a vertical line from 
which horizontal lines are drawn to the left and to the right and marked with certain 
letters, as indicated.

THE TWO PLIMSOLL MARKS referred to in the text. To the left is the Ocean ty pe, 
while to the right is the Great Lakes Plimsoll Mark whose letters signify the 
American Bureau of Shipping. The lines indicate, from top to bottom, summer, 
intermediate and winter load lines. 
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The regulations of the United States Coast Guard define ‘load line” as the line 
indicating the maximum mean draft to which a vessel may be lawfully submerged, 
It is the lower limit of the freeboard as determined by the regulations, having regard 
to the various conditions and seasons. 

The freeboard is the distance measured vertically downward at the side of the 
vessel amidships from the upper edge of the deck line to the upper edge of the load 
line. 

The load line disk, part of the Plimsoll Mark, is a circle painted on the side of a 
ship, 12 inches in diameter and is intersected by a horizontal line 18 inches in length 
and 1 inch in breadth, the upper edge of which passes through the center of the disk, 
This disk must be painted amidships below the deck line. The lines whith indicate 
the maximum load line in varying circumstances and seasons are horizontal lines 
9 inches in length and 1 inch in breadth, which extend from and at right angles to 
a vertical line marked 21 inches forward of the center of the load line disk. 

The horizontal lines bearing letters and extending to the left and nearest to the 
top of the vertical line described above are as follows: “TF” is the Tropical Fresh 
Water Load Line. This is the deepest draft to which a vessel may be loaded. The 
next line below is the Summer Fresh Water Load Line. 

The horizontal lines bearing letters and extending to the right of the vertical lines 
are as follows: “T” is the Tropical Load Line. “S” on the next line below is the 
Summer Load Line. An extension of the upper edge of the Summer Loan Line would 
pass through the center of the load line disk. “W” on the next line below is the 
Winter Load Line. 

The lowermost of the lines is the Winter North Atlantic Load Line marked with 
the letters ““WNA.” 

The factors which enter into the determination of the load lines of any particular 
vessel are many and varied, and the assignment of load line is conditioned upon the 
vessel, being structurally efficient and upon the employment of effective protection 
to vessel and crew. 

The factors are calculated and the load lines assigned to United States vessels by 
authority of “An Act to Establish Load Lines for American Vessels, and for Other 
Purposes,” approved March 2, 1929, and in conformity with the International Load 
Line Act of 1930 which was ratified by the United States, February 7, 1931. The 
American Bureau of Shipping is appointed to assign load lines and to determine 
whether the position of, and manner of marking each vessel, to which the Act 
applies, has been conformed in accordance with Coast Guard regulations. 

It will be seen that the vision and efforts of Samuel Plimsoll have come down 
to the present time as carefully worked out protection for passengers and seamen, the 
vessels they sail and their cargoes; and that this enlightened action on his part 
will contribute mightily to maritime safety as long as vessels put out to sea.

First Chief Quartermaster 


Course Issued by Institute 

The new Chief Quartermaster (1st Ed.) 
course, offering excellent preparation for 
advancement to the rating of QMC, is now 
available for issue according to the Coast 
Guard Institute. 

In the 18 month extensive preparation 
of this course, the principal texts em- 
ployed were Dutton’s Nawigation and 
Astronomy and Knight’s Modern Sea- 
manship. 

It is felt that this QMC course, and es- 
pecially the section on ship handling, 
being issued for the first time, will offer 
a good addition to the professional 
knowledge of the advancing quartermas- 
ter. 

The lessons which comprise the course 
are as follows: f 
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No. 1-4—Electronic Navigation Course ; 
No. 5—Ship Handling (Part One); No. 
6—Ship Handling (Part Two); No. 7-- 
The QMC As Navigator and Watch Offi- 
cer; No. 8—Practical Adjustment of the 
Magnetic Course ; No. 9—Preparation and 
Use of Weather Maps at Sea and No. 10— 
Routine Day at Sea. 

Upon completion of this course, two 
diplomas will be issued—one for Chief 
Quartermaster and one for Electronics 
Navigation.

The Commandant has announced the 
assignment of Capt. Ralph R. Curry, 
USCG, to command the icebreaker 
Westwind.

her return to Coast Guard duty. The 
Westwind was loaned to Russia during 
the war and was returned earlier this 
year. Recommissioned a Coast Guard 
vessel last month, she will probably not 
be fully reconditioned until early next 
year, at which time she will make New 
York her new home port. 

Captain Curry’s last sea duty was as 
commanding officer of the Cutter Winne- 
bago, operating from Norfolk on North 
Atlantic weather patrol. He served 
aboard the ocean station vessel in 1948 
and 1949. 

He entered the Coast Guard Academy, 
New London, Conn., in 1927, after gradu- 
ation from Aurora, Mo., High School and 
attendance at Springfield Teachers Col- 
lege. Commissioned an ensign in 1930, 
he was first assigned to Greenland Patrol 
aboard the Cutter Comanche, and subse- 
quently served in various ascending line 
eapacities aboard all types of Coast 
Guard vessels. 

For his achievements during World 
War II, while Commander of a Convoy 
Escort Division operating in the Mediter- 
ranean, Captain Curry won the Legion 
of Merit with Gold Star and Combat “V”, 
and the Commendation Ribbon. 

Captain Curry is married to the former 
Mary R. Ruddy of New York. They have 
three children: Helen K., 16; Connie, 13; 
and Ralph R. Jr., 6.

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New Methods of Artificial 
Respiration Official for CG 


“Methods of Artificial Respiration” 
CG-139, Rev. July 1952, a 12-page illus. 
trated booklet containing the two new 
manual methods of artificial respiration 
approved for Coast Guard use, has been 
printed by the Government Printing Of- 
fice and has been widely distributed to 
Coast Guard units. The booklet is also 
obtainable from the Superintendent of 
Documents at a price of 10 cents. 

By its official adoption of the Back- 
Pressure, Arm-Lift Method, which is the 
preferred, and the Back-Pressure, Hip- 
Lift Method, which is the alternate, 
either of which may be used in conjune- 
tion with the application of oxygen, the 
Coast Guard has joined such other agen- 
cies as the Department of Defense,. the 
USPHS, and the American National Red 
Cross already committed to the new 
methods. 

The Table of Contents of the booklet 
lists the following chapters: Asphyxia, 
Symptoms, and Treatment; General 
Principles of Manual Artificial Respira- 
tion; Back-Pressure, Arm-Lift Method; 
Lack-Pressure, Hip-Lift Method ; General 
Rules and Information and Shock, Treat- 
ment of. 

Illustrations in the booklet are from 
the motion picture of the subject made 
by the Motion Picture division of PIO. 
The movie has been adopted for official 
use by the United States Navy and Air 
Force. 

The new publication supersedes the 
pamphlet “Methods of Artificial Respira- 
tion” CG-—139 dated May 1949.

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VA Hospitals Will Now 
Treat Some Retired Cases 


Coast Guard personnel placed on the 
temporary disability retired list will now 
be treated in Veterans’ Administration 
hospitals under terms of a Presidential 
Order which modifies original regula- 
tions. 

Heretofore such personnel could only 
be treated at USPHS hospitals, which 
often placed a hardship on those persong 
far from these hospitals. 

Those suffering from chronic diseases, 
conditions or injuries who are trans- 
ferred to the list, and who have less than 
20 year’s service will receive VA treat- 
ment. Those suffering from acute illness 


may be treated, however, in USPHS hos ; 


pitals. 

Principal exception to this order ap 
plies to those with more than 20 year’s 
service. In this category, the temporary 
retired may get their treatment in 
USPHS hospitals providing their disa- 
bility is not blindness, requiring rehabili- 
tation, neuropsychiatric, or tuberculosis. 
Those with one of the last three condi- 
tions must also take VA treatment. 

In addition to revising the direction to 
require VA treatment of those on the tem- 
porary retired list who require hospital 
care, thus removing from the Comman- 
dant the authority to make his own regu- 
lations, the order expands the list of con- 
ditions for which temporary or perma- 
nent retirement may be authorized.

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Commission Exams Given 
Merchant Marine 24—26 Feb. 


The Commandant has announced that 
the next examination period for licensed 
officers of the Merchant Marine for per- 
manent commission in the Coast Guard 
will be held on 24, 25, 26 February 1953. 

The commissioning of licensed officers 
of the Merchant Marine is part of the 
Coast Guard’s Merchant Marine Safety 
program. Though officers commissioned 
will be assigned to this duty, yet they 
will receive thorough indoctrination in 
general duty at the Academy. 

Commissions will be offered in the 
ranks of lieutenant (jg), lieutenant, and 
lieutenant commander, depending upon 
age, experience, and professional ability. 
Applicants must be between the ages of 
21 and 40, and have at least 4 years 
service aboard a United States merchant 
vessel in the capacity of a licensed officer. 

Officers commissioned under this pro- 
gram are accepted on a 2-year probation- 
ary term which will coincide with their 
training and indoctrination period. 

Examinations are open to both deck 
and engineering officers with appropriate 
examinations for each group. 


New Safety Pamphlet 
Distributed to Districts 


A safety pamphlet, “Accidents Don’t 
Pay But People Do” published by the 
Pacific Telephone & Telegraph Co. is 
being distributed by Headquarters to 
district commanders and commanding 
officers of Headquarters units for infor- 
mation and inclusion in the Safety ref- 
erence library. 

The pamphlet illustrates common acci- 
dents in cartoon form as applicable to 
everyday personal safety every hour of 
the day. Though much of the booklet 
concerns home and child safety, accident 
causes in general are well considered and 
should assist in preventing off-duty 
accidents,

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Exams Date Set in April 
For CPO (P) Ratings 


Examinations for chief petty officer 
ratings in order to establish eligibility 
lists are set for the first week of April” 
1953 according to an announcement made 
by the Commandant. 

These ratings, which will be provi- 
sional, are to be held for radarmen, radio- 
men, hospital corpsmen, and electrician’s 
mates. 

Requests to take the exams should be 
submitted in accordance with Article 5- 
C-25, Personnel Manual. Only requests 
received at Headquarters on or before 
1 February 1953 will be considered. Any 
requests previously submitted will not 
be considered. 

In order to participate in any of the 
above examinations, the requirements 
contained in Article 5—C-26, other than 
sea duty, must be met on 1 February 
1953. However, completion of the appli- 
cable Coast Guard Institute Rating 
Course as required by Article 5-C-14 is 
waived for personnel who successfully 
pass these exams. 


Institute Issues First 
Manvevering Board Course 


The new Maneuvering Board (Nay 
III) (First Ed.) is now available for 
issue according to the Coast Guard Insti- 
tute. With two purposes in mind—that 
of introducing the beginner to the prin- 
ciples and use of Maneuvering Board 
methods and to provide him with practice 
in their application as well as to serve as 
a review of the subject for personnel, both 
regular and reserve—the course took 6 
months of preparation. 

As such maneuvering methods involve 
relative movement of ships, they may be 
called relative navigation. Such a 
method of navigation concerns positions, 
speeds, and directions with respect to 
moving objects that bear no fixed relation 
to land and are not charted. Examples 
of these are: vessels underway, fleets, 
convoys, and torpedoes. Consequently, 
maneuvering problems are plotted on a 
special diagram—a Maneuvering Board— 
that is centered on one of the moving ob

The course is designed to be studied 
with Chapter XX of Dutton’s Navigation 
and Nautical Astronomy, Tenth Ed., and 
is intended to parallel the arrangement 
and explanations of the textbook.

1, Vectors ; No. 2, Introduction to Maneu- 
vering Board; Course and Speed; No. 3, 
Time and Distance Problems ; No. 3, Com- 
posite Problems and No. 5, Torpedo

Auxiliarymen Ahead of 
Last Year’s Inspections 


Safety examination of small craft by 
the Coast Guard Auxiliary is on the in- 
crease over 1951 reports, when Auxiliary 
members performed 19,378 safety “check 
outs” for private boatmen. 

With records in for only 9 months of 
1952, the Auxiliary has examined 17,853 
small craft. The Auxiliary’s boat safety 
prograin so far this year also has in- 
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cluded 1,500 assists to small craft in 
distress. More than 1,700 persons were 
enrolled in free Coast Guard Auxiliary 
boat safety education classes. Organized 
Reserve recruiting by Auxiliarists has 
brought in 207 men for the Coast Guard. 


Elizabeth City Housing 
Facilities to Be Better 


According to a report from the Federal 
Home and House Finance Agency, Coast 
Guard personnel serving at the Blizabeth 
City Air Station should find the housing 
problem a bit easier when 327 units of the 
Enfield Apartments there will be made 
available to them as well as Navy per- 
sonnel of the area. 

Although it will be several months be- 
fore the conversion and rehabilitation of 
the World War II temporary housing 
project is ready for occupancy, then the 
remodeled units will offer 182 one-bed- 
room apartments, 26 three-bedroom 
apartments, and 2 apartments without 
bedrooms. 
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Arctic vom Is Named 
For Icebreaker Eastwind 


A hitherto unnamed body of water 
about 10 miles northeast of Bureka, 
Elismere Island, Northwest Terri- 
tories has been named Eastwind Lake 
by the Canadian Board on Geographic 
Names according to a letter from its 
secretary, L. B. Skinner, written to 
Capt. O. A. Peterson, former CO of the 
icebreaker Hastwind. 

Capt. Peterson has explained that 
the action of the Geographical Branch 
of the Department of Mines and Tech- 
nical Surveys of Canada was taken 
as a result of the cutter’s operation 
during the summer of 1951 in con- 
nection with the resupply of the joint 
Canadian-American Weather Station 
at Eureka. 

Although cutters have been named 
after lakes and other bodies of water, 
this naming of a lake for a CG cutter 
is believed to be the only event of its 
kind in the history of the service.

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Commandant Urges Enlisted 
Men Take Academy Exams 


The Commandant has again reminded 
all commands of the need to encourage 
qualified enlisted men to apply for the ex. 
amination for appointment to cadetship 
in the Coast Guard Academy. 

Although the deadline date for the sub- 
mission of applications is 15 January 
1953, it is highly desirable that applica- 
tions from enlisted personnel be received 
at Headquarters not later than 15 Decem- 
ber 1952. 

During 1952, 117 enlisted men applied 
for the examination and this number 
constituted approximately 5 percent of 
the total applications as compared with 
8.5 percent in 1951. Moreover, 12 of 


these candidates stood high enough on the 


eligibility list to be tendered appoint- 
ments as compared with 10 in 1951, when 
214 enlisted men applied. 

While the Commandant is pleased with 
this gratifying increase in both quantity 
and quality of personnel interested in 
furthering their careers in the service, he 
believes there must still be a large poten- 
tial of highly qualified cadet material 
among the younger enlisted personnel, 
and a thorough dissemination of the in- 
formation as contained in Personnel Cir- 
cular 438-52 should result in a propor- 
tionate increase in interest among these 
men.

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Spars Celebrate 10th Anniversary This Month 
11,000 Women Served in CG During World War Il 


It was on November 23, 1942, that the President of the United States signed Public 
Law 773, 77th Congress, second session. This act amended the Coast Guard Auxiliary 
and Reserve Act of 1941 so as “to expedite the war effort by providing for releasing 
officers and men for duty at sea and their replacement by women in the shore estab 
lishment of the Coast Guard, and for other purposes.” 

Thus a Women’s Reserve was established as a branch of the Coast Guard Reserve 
with authority to enlist and appoint women to serve during World War II. 

Spar is the informal name for the women of the United States Coast Guard Reserve. 
Their first director, Captain Dorothy C. Stratton, coined the name from the initial 
letters of the Coast Guard’s Latin motto and its English translation; Semper 
Paratus—Always Ready. 

The interest, ability, and training of women reservists were used in a variety of 
essential ways. The basic personnel policies of the Coast Guard were already suited 
for use in administering a Women’s Reserve and it was early decided that the Spars 
would form an integral part of the Coast Guard Reserve, not a separate corps. Spar 
officers were indoctrinated at the United States Coast Guard Academy in New London, 
Conn., giving them the distinction of being the only women in service trained at one 
of the Armed Forces academies. 

On September 27, 1944, an amendment to the basic act removed some of the restric 
tions on the location of the service of women reservists. They could now be assigned 
to duty in the Territories of Hawaii and Alaska and to the American Area, upon their 
request for such duty. This meant the opening of three possible geographical areas 
of assignment for Spars: Alaska, Hawaii, and Puerto Rico. Headquarters decided, 
however, not to send any women reservists to the Tenth Naval District (now included 
in the 7th Coast Guard District) due to unsatisfactory housing facilities. 

The women came into the Coast Guard Reserve to help in the war effort and by the 
end of the war approximately 10,000 enlisted Spars and 1,000 Spar officers were doing 
the work that needed to be done. 

Today Spars are once again on active duty with the Coast Guard. They are on duty 
at Headquarters, in Coast Guard Districts and they are gradually returning 
throughout the country to participate in the weekly drill meetings of the Coast Guard’s 
Organized and Volunteer Reserve Units. Currently there are 215 Spar officers and 
108 enlisted Spars in the Reserve. Fifteen Spar officers and 19 enlisted Spars are now 
on active duty. 

Although Spars have not become a regular part of the Coast Guard, as have women 
in other services, their past record and present function as a vital part of the country’s 
reserve program greatly outweigh the comparatively small size of their corps. Their 
purposes and their achievements have always been in keeping with the highest tradi- 
tions of their service which is the oldest sea-going Armed Force in the country. 

On the occasion of their tenth anniversary this month, the Coast Guard joins the 
uation in complimenting the Spars on a task “well done.” *

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New Gl Bill Provides Many Benefits 


Part II—Mustering-Out Payments and Job Helps 


Mustering-Out Payments 

The mustering-out payments, provided 
for in the new GI bill, will be made at 
time of discharge to enlisted personnel 
and officers of the rank of lieutenant or 
below. An honorable separation from 
active service is required. 

Payments are $300 for those with at 
least 60 days’ service who were on active 
duty outside the continental limits of the 
United States or Alaska; $200 for those 
with 60 days or more service who were 
not outside the United States or Alaska ; 
and $100 for those who spent less than 60 
days on active duty. 

Veterans eligible for $300 will receive 
$100 upon discharge, $100 a month later, 
and $100 a month after that. Those 
who are to receive $200 will receive $100 
at discharge and the remainder a month 
later. Reservists eligible for $100 will be 
paid that amount upon discharge. 

Reservists released from active duty on 
or after 26 June 1950 without receiving 
mustering-out pay must make application 
for their pay. Here’s how it’s done: 

Submit on or before 16 July 1954 an 
informal type certified application on 
8- x 1014-inch paper containing the follow- 
ing: (1) your name and address either 
printed or typed; (2) service number, 
serial number or file number ; (3) a state- 
ment that you were not discharged or 
released from active duty to accept em- 
ployment, without having served outside 
the United States; that you are not at 
time of application serving on active 
duty; that you have not received any 
mustering-out payment or that you have 
not or will not make any other applica- 
tion for it for service after 26 June 1950; 
a statement as to whether or not you have 
had foreign service, and the date of your 
arrival in the United States. 

With your application, submit the orig- 
inal of the Report of Separation from the 
Armed Forces of the United States (DD 
Form 214). If you do not have the 
original, a certified copy may be obtained

Certain Reservists discharged or re 
leased from active duty may be excluded 
from benefits under the new mustering: 
out payments law. They are: 

(1) Veterans who were not discharged 
under honorable conditions. 

(2) Those who at the time of dis 


charge or release from active duty are | 


transferred or returned to the Retired 
List with retired pay, or to a status in 
which they receive retirement or retainer 
pay, except those retired or separated for 
physical disability. 

(3) Veterans discharged or released 
from active duty on their own request to 
accept employment and have not served 
outside the continental limits of the 
United States or in Alaska. 

(4) Members of the armed forces 
whose total period of service has been 
as a student in a civilian institution. 

(5) Those who were ordered to active 
service for the sole purpose of training 
duty, or a physical examination, or fora 
period of less than 60 days. 

The new GI Bill also extends job-find- 
ing assistance to veterans with service 
after the start of Korean hostilities, on 
the same basis as veterans of World War 
II. The help includes job counseling and 
employment placement service of the 
Veterans’ Employment Service, a part of 
the United States Employment Service. 

Reservists are reminded that the last 
three mentioned benefits of the new Gl 
bill—unemployment compensation, mus 
tering-out pay, and job-hunting assistance 
are not administered by the VA. Any 
correspondence concerning these three 
phases of the GI bill should be made 
directly to the agencies concerned. 

The new GI bill contains important 
deadlines that Korean veteran Reserv- 
ists should keep in mind. 

Education and training must be started 
by 20 August 1954, or 2 years after release 
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| from active duty, whichever comes later. 








No training may be given beyond 7 years 
after discharge or 7 years after the end 
of the current emergency period. 

The deadline for loans for Korean vet- 
erans is 10 years after the present emer- 
gency is ended. 

The deadline for unemployment com- 
pensation under the new law will be 5 
years after the end of the emergency 
period. 

The date on which the present emer- 
gency comes to an end is one that has yet 
to be determined either by Presidential 
proclamation or by concurrent resolution 
of Congress. 


Armed Forces Reserve 
Medal Ready for CGRs 


The President of the United States has 
authorized the Armed Forces Reserve 
Medal for award to qualified members 
and former members of the Reserve com- 
ponents of the Armed Forces of the 
United States. 

The Armed Forces Reserve Medal may 
be awarded by the Commandant to any 
officer or enlisted member of the Reserve 
component who completes or has com- 
pleted a total of ten (10) years honor- 
able service in one or more of the reserve 
cumponents of the Armed Forces of the 
United States provided he meets the qual- 
ifications stated in Reserve Circular No. 
8-52. 

Upon application, authorization to wear 
the ribbon and medal will be granted by 
letter to those found qualified. The 
“suitable device” referred to in the regu- 
lation has been described as an hour glass 
with Roman numeral “X”’ superimposed 
thereon and when awarded, may be worn 
on the suspension and service ribbon to 
denote service for each succeeding ten 
(10) year period subsequent to the pe- 
riod for which the medal has been 
awarded. 

As the medals are not now available 
due to scarcity of material, only the au- 
thorization will be issued at this time. 
When the medals become available, they 
will be issued without further request to 
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all persons who have been or are author- 
ized to wear them. 

Persons who consider themselves qual- 
ified to wear the medal and desire to ap- 
ply, shall complete Form CG-—3356 (9-52) 
and forward to Commandant (PR).

Dear ADMIRAL OLson: It is difficult to put in words my gratitude to Commander 
Joseph W. Naab and the officers and crew of the CG Cutter Yakutat while on the 
position of Ocean Station Bravo. May I extend my thanks to the communications 
officer Ensign James Rymond, and the senior communication operator, First Class 
Radioman Garner, and finally Ensign C. J. Merrill. In addition to these men, several 
junior officers aided in our communications. 

We started to contact Ocean Station Bravo on schedule. -They were hearing us 
but we couldn’t receive them until we were within 50-75 miles of her station. 

As we approached her, she asked us if we needed assistance, including any tech- 
nical aid. I replied that our radio-telephone was not performing as it should and that 
our Sperry-LORAN was out on the LORAN station we need most. Bravo offered 
to send over a boat with technicians. We homed on her beacon, found her in the 
radar sweep which, combined with a telephonic communication, made it practicable te 
come under her quarter and lay off her lee. This was really rather impressive in a 
heavy North Atlantic fog. 

The men boarded Gerda and may I compliment the whale-boat crew. Some of my 
men were brought up in sailing days and were really impressed with the performance 
of the crew. The wind was moderate and the sea had merely a long swell. Nevet- 
theless, it was a fine performance. 

I am sending a copy of this letter to the Secretary of the Treasury Snyder as I feel 
proud of this service and the excellent opportunity of cooperation shown by all hands.

Port Security 1940-1946 
(Cont. from last month) 


Fire losses to naVigable waterfront property, counting only conflagrations im which 
the losses were more than $10,000, had increased frem $6,788,507 in 1840 to $32,178,380 
in 1941. By 1942 these losses had been reduced with the enforcement of the Coast 
Guard's Port Security regulations to $24,926,738. 

Important to the effectiveness of port security was the passage of the Coast Guard 
Auxiliary and Reserve Act approved February 19, 1941. This established the Coast 
Guard Regular and Temporary Reserve, designating the groups formerly termed the 
“Reserve” as the “Auxiliary” and was designed to augment the regular personnel 
of the Coast Guard so as to enable it to meet extraordinary situations incident to 
natural emergencies or to war. The act provided for the acquisition by the Coast 
Guard of motorboats and yachts belonging to members of the Coast Guard Auxiliary, 
permitting their utilization on patrol duty in our ports and inland waters. Under 
this act there had been added to the regular establishment by 29 February 1944, 
6,793 regular reserve officers, 297 regular reserve warrant officers, and 135,260 regular 
reserve enlisted men. In addition to these regular reserves 45,197 temporary members 
of the reserve had been enrolled, principally for Port Security work, as well as 22,476 
plant guards. Numerous Volunteer Port Security Forces were organized by Tem- 
porary Reservists in all the major ports to guard wharves, shipyards, and water- 
front property on a part-time basis and with all services donated to the Government. 
Some 15,500,000 tons of explosives and ammunition were handled under Coast Guard 
supervision from Jamuary 1, 1940, to June 30, 1946, without a major casualty or loss 
of life. 


Protective Custody 1941 


When on March 20, 1941, it was ascertained that an Italian vessel at Wilmington, 
N. C., was being sabotaged by its crew, the Coast Guard was alerted and within 
10 days had taken inte protective custody under the terms of the Espionage Act 
of 1917, 28 Italian merchant vessels in various American perts, 27 of which were 
found to be damaged; 2 German vessels, 1 of which was damaged; and 35 Danish 
vessels, nome of which was damaged. Altogether $50 Italian and 63 German officers 
and crew were imprisoned, while 470 Danish officers and crew were released in the 
custody of the Danish Consul or given their liberty.
